I am beginning the process of winding some toroid coils that are going to be 
used in a 1500 watt hf amp. The cores are T-225 and are supposedly good for 
1500 watts but I figure to be safe I will use two sandwiched together. 
Questions: 


1. Do the two toroid cores need to be insulated from each other or can I 
just place them tightly next to each other and then wrap them as a package? 


2. What is the best thing to use to hold them together as one piece? Some 
kind of fiberglass tape? Can I buy the stuff at Home Depot? 


3. I am using teflon insulated wire. Do I need to insulate the cores before 
applying the wire? 


Any info greatly appreciated. This is my real first attempt at using toroid 
coils for 160, 80 and 40 meters instead of the regular air wound type a la' 
B & W style.

Leave it under pressure and it will 
flow out of the way. Not a good thing to wind a coil with, or build a 
cable harness out of. 


There's a reason enameled wire is so commonly used for coil winding. 


I can't see any reason to insulate the cores when stacking, every 
grain of ferrite is already insulated.

> 1. Do the two toroid cores need to be insulated from each other or can I 
> just place them tightly next to each other and then wrap them as a 
package? 


No, they can be in contact with each other. The iron particles in the core 
are suspended in a non conductive vehicle so the bulk resistance is quite 
high. 


> 2. What is the best thing to use to hold them together as one piece? Some 
> kind of fiberglass tape? Can I buy the stuff at Home Depot? 


Just tack them together with a thin film of super glue (I like Krazy-Glue). 


> 3. I am using teflon insulated wire. Do I need to insulate the cores 
before 
> applying the wire? 


As long as the cores are smooth they won't damage the wire's insulation. 
You may want to burnish any sharp edges. Teflon insulated wire is 
excellent as long as the insulation is not too thin, it can be easily 
damaged. Be carefull the wire is not subject to high pressure points but 
keep it close wound to the core. 


Just remember power handling toroids need to work in low impedance circuits 
(not so good for tanks) in order to keep the ratio of current to voltage 
high or the core will saturate, waste power (as it cooks!) and produce 
harmonics.

All the QRPers don't drive SUVs and go backpacking on weekends. 
I learned that when I went down to Austin to a dinner for QRP Guru 
George Dobbs, G3RJV, and sat across from an OT. 


Frank, my pal who wants to take back 56-60mc with a Five Meter 
Liberation Army refused to go, saying QRPers were "transferring the 
receiving problem to the other guy." But I wanted to get hima 
memento and the OT needed part of a Command Set TX for something. 

I had one in the car and traded it for a little solid state TX. 


"Is that a snuff can?" Frank asked as he examined the offhanded 
style of the builder. 


I explained it was a cat food tin standing in as the chassis 
for a "Tuna Tin Two." An entire series of Doug DeMaw revivals from 
the '70s is underway, I told him, and mentioned the Herring Aid 
Five RX and the CB (chipped beef can) Slider VFO. 


I was able to trade for this piece only because the builder 
succumbed to the widespread QRP obsession for circuit board clone 
projects -- the fellow tossed his homebrew for a ".38 ACP," or some 
such will-of-the-whisp West Coast board kit. 


Frank sneered at that, but he was engaged by the "ugly" style 
of building evidenced on the Tuna Tin TX. I soon forgot about the 
trinket, but not Frank. 


Three days later I happened down to the basement to find Frank 
resplendent in rubbish. He explained his new VFO would never 
settle down on a solid tin base so he ended up putting a 12A6 Tri- 
Tet on the metal end of a paper Magnesium Citrate carton he termed 
his "Epsom Salts ECO." 


Then he saluted Native Americans with the visage of a warrior 
on the base of his interstage "Calumet Coupler" which used a baking 


powder can to hold a 6AQ5 set up as a buffer. 


Next came a mildly pear shaped platform with tapped coils and

I'm thinning a few things out and starting with the larger stuff first. 
If I can clean some of this gear out, I promise I won't buy another 
bunch of replacements ???. 


Gates BC-250-GY (is the largest). This 50s broadcast transmitter (220 
single phase) is together and has the manual, spare 810s and other Gates 
support equipment such as the modulation monitor and frequency monitor. 
Pickup or meet within a reasonable distance. $500 or best offer. 


Johnson Viking Valiant (smaller than the Gates). Really a clean Valiant. 
Front panel has a few minor blemishes in the paint, cabinet paint is 
good but has a 1/8" hole on the top rear in the perf metal part. Chassis 
is extremely clean and it comes with a copy of the manual. The only 
modification is the "Electric Radio" cap and resistor change to open the 
audio. Easily reversible. I would also prefer pickup on this one as it's 
heavy and would be a bear to pack well enough to keep it safe. $300

Lane, Ku7I, asked about large toroids in tank coils, and whether these 
cores should be insulated. The answer is that they are essentially 
nonconductive so wrapping them with insulation is not generally necessary. 
However, there is another issue that must be covered. 

Arden mentioned this in his comments about core saturation. Tank circuits 
are generally fairly high-Q so circulating currents can be high. In 
addition to core saturation that Arden mentioned, you also have to worry 
about heat generated in the cores (since they are not 100% lossless). 


Consider cutting two or three washers out of fiberglass/epoxy circuit board 
material. Make the inside diameter a little smaller than the ID of the 
cores, and the outside diameter a little larger than the OD of the cores. 
Peel off the copper, naturally. A set of hole-saws will come in handy 
here. Then glue these washers to the cores. Cyanoacrylate or epoxy glue 
is suitable, also a drop or two of silicone bathtub caulk may be used. 

With two cores, you can even add a washer in between the cores. When you 
wind the cores, the washers will give a little free space for air 
circulation, allowing the cores to remain cooler. 


While PTFE insulated wire is nice, it is often difficult to find in larger 
gauges. Ordinary enameled wire from a motor shop should work as well. 
Consider "knocking down" the edges of the fiberglass/epoxy washers to 
minimize cutting into the wire insulation.
